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THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  department  responded  to  seventeen  alarms  dur- 
ing the  year,  including  three  out  of  town  calls. 

Two  were  for  building  fires,  both  of  which  had  gain- 
ed considerable  headway  and  were  extinguished  with 
comparatively  small  loss.  One  occurred  at  midnight 
when  the  temperature  was  several  degrees  below  zero. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Fire  Association,  assisted 
by  many  public-spirited  citizens,  sufficient  funds  were 
raised  to  purchase  a  suitable  pump  for  the  apparatus, 
which  is  a  gift  to  the  town.  The  loan  of  five  hundred 
feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose,  which1  was  in  stor- 
age at  the  shoe  factory,  was  secured  for  use  in  case  of 
emergency.  This  is  to  be  returned  when  we  obtain 
enough  of  our  own. 

Fire  Drill  has  been  held  weekly  throughout  the  year 
with  an  average  attendance  of  eleven  men. 

We  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  hearty  cooper- 
ation and  hope  that  with  their  assistance  Hampstead 
will  have  a  Fire  Department  of  which  they  may  justly 
feel  proud.

TOWN  OF  HAMPSTEAD 
PROPOSED  BUILDING  CODE  AND  ZONING 

ORDINANCE 
FOR  THE  TOWN   OF  HAMPSTEAD,   N.   H. 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  conveniences  and 
general  welfare  of  the  town  of  Hampstead,  and  to 
make  it  an  attractive  place  in  which  to  live,  the  follow- 
ing ordinance  and  building  code  are  hereby  enacted  by 
the  voters  of  said  town  in  annual  town  meeting  con- 
vened : 

ARTICLE  ,1 
Establishment  of  Zones 
For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of  Hamp- 
stead is  divided  into  two  zones,  as  defined  below: 

SECTION  1:  Zone  A  shall  comprise  the  whole  town 
with  the  exception  of  Zone  B,  or  all  that  part  of  town 
containing  black,  or  tarvia  surfaced  roads. 

SECTION  2:  Zone  B  shall  comprise  all  that  part  of 
town  not  included  in  Zone  A,  or  that  part  which  does 
not  contain  black,  or  tarvia  surfaced  roads. 
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ARTICLE  11 

Regulations  for  Zone  A 
All  land  included  in  Zone  A  shall  be  subject  to  the* 
following  regulations  and  conditions: 

SECTION  1 :  No  buildings  or  structure  shall  be  erect- 
ed, and  no  existing  structure  shall  be  altered  to  an  ex- 
tent effecting  more  than  30%  of  the  total  area,  without 
the  approval  of  the  Town  building  Inspector,  to  whom 
adequate  plans  of  the  proposed  building  or  alteration, 
shall  be  submitted.  A  fee  of  not  more  than  two  dollars, 
($2.00)  shall  accompany  each  application  submitted. 

SECTION  .2 :  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  base 
his  approval  or  rejection  of  proposed  plans  upon  the 
effect  such  operations  are  likely  to  have  on  the  value 
and  use  of  other  property  in  the  vicinity  and  upon,  the 
following  schedule  of  requirements: 

(a)  Foundations  shall  be  constructed  of  solid  cement, 
brick,  cement  block,  or  stone.  Industrial  structures, 
and  accessory  buildings  may  be  set  on  stone  or  cement 
piers. 

(b)  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick  or 
cement  to  the  ground,  shall  be  lined  with  tile  and  ex- 
tend 2  feet  above  the  roof  to  which  it  belongs,  and  shall 
have  clean-out  opening  at  the  base.  No  smoke  pipe 
shall  be  allowed  to  pass  through  floors  or  partitions 
separating  rooms,  and  all  entrances  to  said  chimneys 
shall  be  of  fire-proof  construction. 

(c)  Outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  wood,  or 
fire-resistant  shingles,  siding,  clapboards,  brick,  stucco, 
or  other  suitable  material. 

(d)  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood,  or  fire- 
resistant  shingles,  metal,  or  fire-resisting  composition. 

(e)  Every  dwelling  -hall  have  a  minimum  ground 
floor  area  of  400  square  feet  for  each  family  unit. 
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(f)  Sewage;  all  dwellings  and  buildings  in  public  use 
shall  be  equipped  with  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  sanitary 
chemical  closet. 

(g)  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  not  less  than  30  feet,  or  such  distance  as 
shall  conform  with  existing  building  line  of  dwellings 
within  1000  feet  on  either  side,  and  all  dwellings  shall 
be  set  back  at  least  10  feet  from  side  lot  lines. 

SECTION  3 :  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent 
land  being  used,  or  structures  erected,  altered,  or  used 
for  sale  of  farm  produce  raised  in  the  Town  of  Hamp- 
stead  by  occupants  of '  such  land  or  the  expansion  of 
established  poultry  businesses. 

SECTION  4:  Building  lots  shall  have  frontage  of  not 
less  than  75  feet. 

SECTION  5:  Only  such  signs  shall  be  permitted 
which  pertain  to  the  lease,  sale,  or  use  of  the  land,  or 
buildings  on  which  placed,  and  when  they  do  not  ex- 
ceed a  total  area  of  twelve  (12)  square  feet. 

ARTICLE  IE 

Regulations  for  Zone  B 

All  land  included  in  Zone  B  shall  be  subject  to  the 

provisions  set  forth  in  Article  II  with  the  exception  that 

the  following  schedule  of  building  requirements  shall 

be  substituted  for  that  appearing  under  Section  2 : 

(a)  Foundations:  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid 
foundations  of  cement,  brick,  or  stone;  or  piers  of  same* 
materials. 

(b)  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or  brick 
to  the  ground;  all  entrances  shall  be  of  fireproof  con- 
struction and  shall  have  clean-out  openings  at  the  base. 

(c)  Outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  wood  or 
fire-resistant  shingles,  siding,  clapboards,  brick,  stucqc* 
logs,  or  log-siding. 
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(cl)  Roofs  shall  be  constructed  of  wood  or  fire-resist- 
ant shingles,  metal,  or  fire-resisting  composition. 

(e)  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground 
floor  area  of  350  square  feet  for  each  family  unit. 

(f)  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  not  less  than  3<0  feet  or  such  distance  as 
shall  conform  with  existing  building  or  line  of  dwelling 
within  1000  feet  on  either  side. 

ARTICLE  IV 
SECTION  1:  The  Building  Inspector  shall  have  the 
-power  in  his  discretion,  to  waive  any  or  all  require- 
ments of  this  code  (other  than  those  also  contained  in 
any  statute  of  this  commonwealth)  in  the  case  of  small 
dairy  rooms,  root  cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  and 
storage  sheds,  camps  located  on  adjoining  ponds,  and 
other  similar  small  structures  to  be  so  located  on  the 
owner's  property  as  not  to  menace  the  property  of  an- 
other. 

ARTICLE  V 
Town  Building  Inspector 
SECTION  1 :  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  a  Town 
Building  Inspector  who  shall  perform  the  duties  per- 
taining to  this  office  as  designated  in  the  various  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  and  he  shall  make  inspections 
of  all  buildings  in  process  of  construction  and  report 
all  violations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

SECTION  2:  The  Town  Building  Inspector  shall  re- 
•;iiii  each  application  fee  of  two  dollars  which  shall 
constitute  full  compensation  tor  his  services. 
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ARTICLE  VI 
Administration 
Section  1:  Applications  and  permits. 

(1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  the  Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  require  that  the 
application  for  a  building  permit  include  a  plot  plan 
and  contain  all  necessary  information  to  enable  the 
Building  Inspector  to  ascertain  whether  the  proposed 
building  or  structure  and  its  intended  use  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

(3)  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  has  certified  that  the  proposed  building 
and  its  intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

(4)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence 
work  for  erection  or  alteration  of  any  building  or 
structure  until  a  permit  has  been  duly  granted  for  such 
erection  or  alteration  by  the  Building  Inspector,  except 
as  provided  in  Article  II,  Section  1. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Board  of  Adjustment 

Section  1:  The  Moderator,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  board  of  Selectmen,  shall  appoint  a  Board 
of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five  members  as  provided 
for  in  the  State  Enabling  Act  of  1925,  each  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  three  years  and  removable  for 
cause  by  the  appointing  authority  upon  written  charges 
and  after  public  hearing. 

(On  the  first  Board,  one  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  one  year,  two  for  two  years  and  two  for  three  years 
to  obtain  overlapping  terms.) 
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Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  for  an  unex- 
pired term. 

Section  2:  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the 
following  powers: 

(1)  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is  alleged 
there  is  error  in  an  order,  requirement,  decision,  or  de- 
termination made  by  an  administrative  official  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  Ordinance. 

(2)  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions  to  the 
terms  of  this  Ordinance. 

(3)  To  authorize,  upon  appeal,  in  specific  cases,  such 
variance  from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  as  will  not 
be  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  where,  owing  to  spe- 
cial conditions,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship, 
and  so  that  the  spirit  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  observ- 
ed and  substantial  justice  done. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  make  rules  as  to 
the  manner  of  filing  appeals  or  applications  for  special 
exceptions  or  for  variance  from  the  terms  of  this  Or- 
dinance. A  payment  of  the  estimated  cost  of  giving 
notice  is  herein  required  by  the  appellant. 

(5)  Upon  filing  an  appeal  or  an  application  for  spe- 
cial exception  from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  with 
the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Board  shall  fix  a  reason- 
able time  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  or  the  applica- 
tion for  special  exception,  give  public  notice  thereof, 
as  well  as  clue  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest,  and  de- 
cide the  same  within  a  reasonable  time. 

(6)  The  said  notices  shall  state  the  location  of  the 
building  or  lot.  ;mrl  the  general  nature  of  the  question 
Involved. 

(7)  In  exercising  the  above-mentioned  powers  the 
Board  may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  hereof, 
reverse  or  affirm  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  the- 
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order,  requirement,  decision'  or  determination  appealed 
from  and  may  make  such  order,  or  decision  as  ought 
to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall  have  all  the  powers 
of  the  officer  from  whom  the  appeal'  is  taken. 

(S)  The  concurring  vote  for  four  members  of  the 
Board  shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  action  of  ad- 
ministrative officials  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  appli- 
cant on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass 
under  any  such  ordinance,  or  to  effect  any  variation 
in  such  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Amendments 
Section  1:  The  regulations,  restrictions,  and  bound- 
aries as  provided  in  this  Ordinance,  may  from  time  to 
time  be  amended,  supplemented,  changed,  modified,  or 
repealed  by  a  resolution,  adopted  at  a  regular  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Town,  setting  forth  the  proposed 
amendment  A  public  hearing  shall  be  held  thereon, 
after  notice  as  required  by  law,  and  prior  to  the  Town 
Meeting  at  which  the  amendment  is  to  be  proposed. 
Such  amendment  shall  not  become  effective  except  by 
the  favorable  vote  of  the  majority!  of  the  voting  mem- 
bers attending  and  voting  at  a  regular  or  special  meet- 
ing of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  IX 

General  Provisions 

Section  1 :  Plot  plans  shall  be  filed  with  the  Building 
inspector  before  work  is  commended  upon  any  develop- 
ment. Building  lots  must  have  a  frontage  of  not  less 
than  75  feet.  No  new  street  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
Town  of  Hampstead  unless  it  is  rough-graded  and  is 
at  least  40  feet  wide. 

Section  2 :  Validity.  Should  any  section  or  provision 
of  this  Ordinance  be  declared  by  a  Court  of  competent 
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jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  decision  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  Ordinance  as  a  whole  or  of  any 
other  part  thereof. 

Section  3:  Interpretation.  In  interpreting  and  ap- 
plying the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  they  shall  be 
held  to  be  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  health,  safety,  morals,  and  general  welfare 
of  the  Town  of  Hampstead  and  its  citizens. 

ARTICLE  X 

Penalty  for  violations. 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions1  of  the  above 
regulations  shall  be  punished  upon  conviction  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  $10.00  for  each  day  of  each  violation. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  see  that  this 
Ordinance  is  enforced  and  to  take  appropriate  steps  to 
correct  any  violations  of  the  ordinance  in  accordance 
with  Public  Laws,  Chap.  42,  Sec.  67. 

ARTICLE  XI 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead: 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  Statistical  Report,  Table  I  is  for  the  school  year 
ending  June  30,  1940,  and  Table  II  is  for  the  last  ten 
years  ending  June  30,  1940.  This  report  is  followed 
by  the  reports  of  the  Headmaster  of  the  High  School, 
the  Music  Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

Miss  Katherine  Kearns  resigned  her  position  at  the 
Central  School.  Miss  Irma  Hollingshead  was  transfer- 
red from  the  first  and  second  grade  room  to  assume  the 
duties  of  principal  and  teacher  in  grades  five  and  six. 
Miss  Ruth  Caddell  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
first  and  second  grades.  Miss  Irma  Hollingshead  and 
Miss  Jeanette  Saigh  attended  Summer  School  at  Ply- 
mouth State  Teachers'  College  last  summer.  It  is 
commendable  that  some  of  our  teachers  have  been  act- 
ive in  furthering  their  professional  education  by  profes- 
sional study  during  the  year. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report 
was  one  hundred  ninety-two,  which  was  six  more  than 
during  the  previous  year.  The  school  attendance  aver- 
aged 94.40%  of  the  membership,  as  compared  with  the 
state  average  of  95.37%. 

Thirteen  boys  and  girls  completed  the  work  of  the 
eighth  grade  last  June.  All  but  one  of  them  have  enter- 
ed a  high  school  this  year. 

The  report  presented  by  Miss  Merriman  contains  de- 
tailed information  about  the  Hampstead  High  School. 
The  spirit  and  the  work  of  the  school  is  fine.  The  Homo 
Economics  room  is  too  narrow,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  move  the  partition  so  as  to  give 
greater  width.    This  space  could  be  taken  from  the  ad- 
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joining  room  without  being  missed  since  this  room  is 
larger  than  necessary.  The  High  School  rooms  are 
not  overcrowded,  but  because  of  the  number  of  classes 
we  are  short  one  or  two  rooms.  This  is  a  problem  that 
deserves  study. 

Last  summer  the  cupola  on  the  High  School  building 
was  repaired  and  put  in  fine  condition.  One  of  the 
chemical  toilet  tanks  was  replaced,  and  the  ventilation 
of  the  toilets  improved.  The  exterior  of  the  Manual 
Training  Shop  provided  a  fine  project  for  the  boys  tak- 
ing Manual  Training.  The  boys  with  the  help  of  Mr. 
Corn  well,  gave  the  shingles  two  coats  of  much  needed 
stain.  Mr.  Estabrook  put  on  the  trim,  as  far  as  weather 
would  allow.  We  have  the  paint  with  which  to  com- 
plete this  during  spring  weather. 

Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  during 
the  year  to  all  pupils  in  grades  two  through  grades 
eight.  The  Otis  Mental  Test  was  administered  in  the* 
fourth  grade.  Through  a  study  of  the  test  results  the 
teacher  is  able  to  determine  where  there  may  be  weak- 
nesses in  her  work  with  individuals  as  well  as  with  the 
group  as  a  whole.  She  is  then  in  a  better  position  to 
correct  those  weaknesses  and  modify  her  program. 
These  tests  are  a  strong  factor,  also,  in  teacher  growth, 
with  the  improvement  in  teaching  efficiency  as  a  re- 
sult. The  results  obtained  on  the  Standard  tests,  in  the 
tool  subjects,  that  have  been  given  during  the  year 
have  been  satisfactory.  In  most  instances,  our  median 
achievement  has  been  at  or  above  the  standard  set  up 
by  the  test. 

The  radio  continues  to  be  used  in  the  classrooms, 
with  increased  effectiveness.  The  most  helpful  pro- 
grams have  been  those  in  geography  and  literature. 
We  continue  to  limit  ourselves  to  two  listening  periods 
per  week. 
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In  last  year's  report  there  was  printed  information 
-on  the  method  of  securing  a  working  certificate.  Con- 
siderable confusion  is  still  in  evidence.  There  are  two 
things  to  keep  in  mind.  (1)  the  working  certificate 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of  School's 
of  the  town  or  city  where  the  work  is  located.  (2.) 
Those  between  sixteen  and  twenty-one  years  old,  de- 
siring a  certificate,  should  present,  in  person,  to  the 
certifying  officer  a  birth  certificate,  and  a  statement 
from  their  employer,  certifying  that  employment  is  be- 
ing given. 

The  goal  of  the  school  and  the  home  is  the  same — 
good  citizenship.  A  good  home  is  still  the  best  school 
yet  devised  by  society.  Too  often  we  think  of  educa- 
tion as  the  learning  acquired  in  schools,  from  books. 
We,  in  school  work,  know  that  "book  learning"  is  only 
a  part  of  life's  education.  We  try  to  teach  the  mean- 
ing of  work,  co-operation,  leadership,  followership,  and 
to  develop  traits  of  good  personality.  We  believe  in  the 
necessity  of  the  three  R's,  for  we  know  that  these  sub- 
jects have  a  life  value  and  use. 

But  parents  are  teachers.  The  home  is  more  funda- 
mental than  the  school  in  getting  ready  for  life;  for  a 
home  is  a  natural  situation.  The  family  group  has  been 
the  basis  of  society  for  untold  generations. 

What  ought  parents  teach?  First,  parents  ought  to 
teach  the  meaning  of  discipline.  The  school  has  your 
child  a  few  hours  a  day  for  less  than  half  the  days  of 
the  year.  Discipline  is  a  difficult  trait  to  describe.  But 
it  is  self-evident.  Life  requires  discipline.  It  is  the 
parent's  primary  responsibility  to  instill  it.  The  reas- 
onably disciplined  child  has  a  head  start  in  the  battle 
of  life  over  the  one  who  has  learned  little  self-control. 

Second,  parents  ought  to  teach  their  children  the 
meaning  of  work.     It's  just  as  easy  to  instill  the  work 
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habit  in  childien  as  it  is  the  play  habit.  Work  is  a  foun- 
dation stone  of  success  in  life.  Many  young  people  do 
not  succeed  in  their  jobs  because  they  lack  the  work 
attitude.  The  parent  who  says,  "Let  John  and  Mary 
have  a  good  time  now:  they'll  find  out  what  life  is  when 
they  grow  up",  is  doing  his  children  a  deep  wrong. 
True  education  is  getting  ready  for  this  practical, 
everyday  world  of  our.-,  and  honest  work  is  a  vital  part 
of  it. 

Third,  the  home  should  teach  certain  traits  that  help 
mould  a  well-rounded  personality;  courtesy,  cleanli- 
ness, an  optimistic  viewpoint,  right  attitude  toward 
money,  co-operation,  self-reliance,  and  learning  to  live 
with  others. 

The  goal  of  the  home  and  the  school  is  the  same.  We 
want  young  people  to  become  good  citizens.  Working 
together,  in  common  understanding,  we  can  help  boys 
and  girls  become  the  right  type  of  citizens. 

We  have  tried  to  prepare  our  pupils  for  enlightened 
citizenship  by  attempting  to  develop  skills  in  the  funda- 
mental tool  subjects — arithmetic,  reading,  spelling, 
spoken  and  written  English,  geography,  and  history. 

Science  plays  such  an  important  part  in  human  living 
today,  that  it  must  have  a  definite  place  on  the  school 
program.  The  work  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
has  been  so  arranged  that  the  boys  and  girls  would 
learn  to  appreciate'  their  immediate  environment. 

Health  and  Safety  Education  continues  to  receive 
considerable  attention.  Another  important  phase  of 
our  Work  has  been  to  provide  at  least  to  some  extent 
activities  that  will  influence  the  pupils  in  the  use  of 
their  leisure  time.  Our  world  has  become  "leisure  time 
conscious".  One  writer  states:  "The  backyard,  play- 
ground, and  street  parallel  and  eclipse  the  school — the 
press,  the  radio,  the  motion  picture,  and  the  comic  strip 
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all  reach  out  after  the  child".  The  School  cannot 
change  all  of  these  influences  at  once,  taut  it  can  assist 
the  child  in  many  ways  by  intelligent  and  patient  guid- 
ance. 

The  room  project  in  the  first  and  second  grades  has 
been  a  unit  on  "How  We  Live".  Comparison  of  our 
method  of  life  with  that  of  the  Indians,  Pilgrims,  and 
Eskimos,  has  had  a  popular  appeal  to  the  group.  The 
grace  three  and  four  pupils  undeitock  a  creative  pro- 
ject at  Christmas,  making  Plaster  of  Paris  wall  plac- 
quea  and  simple  wooden  gifts.  Expenses  for  this  unit 
were  furnished  from  the  treasury  of  their  Busy  Bee 
Club.  A  -Citizen  of  Healchville"  project  has  helped  to 
instill  habits  of  cleanlinesal  and  good  health  in  the  pu- 
pils. Pupils  in  grades  five  and  six  have  been  employ- 
ed in  woodworking  projects.  The  Junior  Woodcraft 
Club  has  been  formed  and  time  is  given  for  making 
such  things  as  tie  racks,  bird  houses,  tcoth  brush  hold- 
ers, etc.  There  are  ten  registered  members  in  the  new- 
ly formed  Girl  Scout  Troop  at  the  Central  School.  Time 
is  devoted  to  both  instructional  and  social  activities. 

Our  Parent  Teacher  Association  continues  as  a  vital 
factor  in  the  work  of  education,  and  the  numerous 
ways  it  assists  the  schools  are  greatly  appreciated. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  accorded  me  by  the  School  Board, 
parents,  teachers,  and  pupils.

Four  students  have  moved  from  town,  one  has  with- 
drawn, and  four  have  entered  so  that  our  present 
number  is  eighty-two.  Seventeen  pupils  were  gradu- 
uated  last  June  and  only  seven  entered  from  the  sixth 
grade. 

There  are  no  curriculum  changes  except  that,  rec- 
ommended by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  the 
course  in  History  of  Civilization  given  formerly  in  the 
ninth  year  has  been  advanced  to  the  tenth  grade  and 
its  place  taken  by  a  course  in  Civics.  While  there  has 
always  been  a  portion  of  the  year's  work  in  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  history  classes  devoted  to  a  study  of 
local  government  and  the  state  and  national  Constitu- 
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tions,  and  in  the  twelfth  grade  to  a  consideration  of 
problems  of  American  government,  this  new  course 
tries  to  meet  the  increasingly  felt  need  that  out  boys 
and  girls  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  and  instruct- 
ed in  those  precious  principles  that  underlie  the  Am- 
erican way  of  life. 

Ten  pupils  have  signed  up  for  the  course  in  Automo- 
bile Driving  to  be  given  again  this  year.  Classes  in 
Safety,  Health,  and  Guidance  will  be  continued.  Indi- 
vidual remedial  work  is  bein^  carried  on  constantly  in 
spelling,  reading,  and  the  fundamental  processes .  in 
arithmetic.  To  give  more  opportunity  for  making  up 
work  missed  through  absence,  for  help  to  backward 
pupils,  and  to  provide  a  study  room  for  those  who 
through  neglect  have  failed  to  keep  up  with  their 
studies,  we  have  set  up  a  work  room  for  a  part  of  the 
noon  period  under  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  a 
teacher.  So  many  of  our  pupils  come  on  the  bus  that 
it  is  necessary  to  do  this  work  at  noon  rather  than  at 
the  close  of  school. 

A  program  of  club  activities  has  been  introduced 
this  year  to  alternate  with  assembly  programs  one  peri- 
od weekly.  Membership  in  some  club  is  entirely  vol- 
untary and  includes  more  than  ninety  percent  of  the 
school.  A  study  period  is  observed  by  the  non-mem- 
bers. These  club  activities  include  leathercraft,  moral- 
craft,  avt,  dramatics,  journalism,  and  Junior  Red  Cross 
projects.  The  Art  and  Dramatic  Clubs  collaborated  in 
the  presentation  of  the  Christmas  play.  The  Journal- 
ism Club  has  brought  out  four  editions  of  a  news  sheet, 
"The  Harnpstead  News-Cracker",  designed  to  supple- 
ment I'm  no1  take  the  place  of  the  regular  school  paper. 
The  Junio  jompiled  ami  given  to 

a  local  hospital  two  scrapbooks  to  help  provide  self- 
entertainmenl  for  both  child  and  adult  patients.  At 
the  Chrisl  n  they  made  ami  filled  candy  bags 
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for  distribution  by  the  Red  Cross.  Interesting  and  prac- 
tical projects  are  worked  on  and  completed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Leathercraft  and  Metalcraft  Clubs  in  their 
club  peiiods.  The  girls  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  affiliated  with  the  Girl  Scout  troop  at  the 
Central  School  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Caddell. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  six  members  of  last 
year's  graduating  class  have  gone  on  to  further  train- 
ing in  school,  college,  or  hospital. 

Our  athletic  program  remains  about  the  same,  with 
archery  premised  last  year  provided  for  the  girls.  This 
sport,  soft  ball,  volley  ball,  pitching  horseshoes,  and 
baseball  give  opportunity  for  outdoor  exercise  in  their 
respective  seasons.  This  winter,  in  addition  to  regular 
practice  periods,  the  boys  are  playing  basketball  with 
supervision  a  part  of  the  noon  recess  three  times  a 
week. 

In  connection  with  the  annual  Parent's  Day  and 
Hobby  Exhibit  last  May,  an  outdoor  health  pageant  of 
games  and  dances  by  all  the  school  children  of  the 
town  was  staged  on  the  field  beyond  the  High  School. 
This  was  so  well  received  that  a  similar  activity  is 
planned  for  this  spring.  "A  Cavalcade  of  American 
Music'  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Thompson  replaced 
the  usual  operetta  as  our  annual  all-school  entertain- 
ment this  fall.  The  enthusiastic  response  of  parents 
and  friends  to  our  efforts  was  much  appreciated. 

No  new  big  piece  of  equipment  has  been  added  this 
year,  but  we  are  more  than  enjoying  the  bookcase 
lately  built  in  the  main  room  to  accommodate  our  con- 
stantly increasing  reference  material.  The  manual 
arts  boys  under  Mr.  Cornwells  supervision  gave  the. 
shop  a  coating  of  stain  that  greatly  improves  its  ap- 
pearance. Our  helpful  and  interested  janitor  painted 
the  trim. 
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Last  year  for  the  first  time  Becker  Business  College 
of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  offered  a  silver  key  to 
the  student  in  the  commercial  course  making  the  most 
improvement  in  any  commercial  subject.  Bertha 
Whiteneck  won  the  award.  The  Danforth  Foundation 
of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  gave  a  book  "I  Dare  You",  to 
the  member  of  the  senior  class  showing  outstanding 
qualities  of  leadership  and  meeting  certain  other  quali- 
fications.   Ruth  Phillips  received  this  award. 

Our  live  and  loyal  Parent-Teacher  Association  has 
as  usual  contributed  generously  to  the  provision  of 
periodical  reading  with  subscriptions  to  Current  His- 
tory, Popular  Science,  The  American  Magazine,  Col- 
lier's, Youth  Today,  The  Forecast,  The  American  Boy 
and  The  American  Girl.  Mrs.  John  T.  Sanborn  kindly 
supplements  this  list  with  copies  of  The  Christian  Sci- 
ence Monitor. 

In  closing  I  would  say  that  the  members  of  the  teach- 
ing staff  and  I  appreciate  as  always  the  courtesy  and 
helpfulness  of  school  officials,  parents,  and  citizens.

Today,  when  all  educational  agencies  are  much  con- 
cerned with  the  training  for  leisure,  music  holds  a  more 
important  place  in  our  school  curriculum.  Through 
music  the  students  develop  the  power  of  expression  and 
the  power  of  appreciation  of  the  beautiful.  Music  Ed- 
ducation  begins  in  the  first  grade  where  the  children 
are  taught  to  sing  tunefully  many  beautiful  songs 
based  on  topics  familiar  to  them.    Music  reading,  which 
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is  introduced  in  grade  two,  is  carried  on  through  the* 
six  grades  of  grammar  school  and  two  years  of  junior 
high. 

"America  the  Beautiful",  a  musical  play  and  pageant 
was  presented  by  the  High  School  students  in  Novem- 
ber.

A  sum  was 
given,  and  the  clinic  held  in  May,  in  the  town  hall. 
Thirty-seven  children  attended,  and  had  their  teeth  put 
in  good  condition.    The  clinic  was  most  successful. 

Children  were  weighed  several  times  during  the  year, 
and  records  sent  home. 
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Arrangements  were  made  with  the  P.  T.  A.  program 
committee  to  have  the  film  on  Tuberculosis  shown  at 
one  of  their  meetings.  This  film  was  sent  by  the  New 
Hampshire  T.  B.  Association  in  charge  of  Miss  O'Con- 
nor.    A  most  instructive  evening  was  spent. 

Special  inspections  were  given  in  the  schools  from 
time  to  time  for  any  evidence  of  skin  diseases  or  pedi- 
culosis, also  some  throats.  Exclusions  were  made 
where  necessary.
